See section 66.0217(3) of the Wisconsin Statutes

Publication of intent

to circulate petition 

for annexation

Copy of notice

filed with DOA*,

and clerks of affected 

towns and school

districts and landowners

Begin circulation

of petition

Within 

60 days

Annexation becomes final 

if City or Village 

adopts ordinance by 

2/3 majority

Within 

5 days

*DOA role not applicable in counties with less than 50,000 persons

DOA conducts 

public interest

Review*

10 days, but not more than 20 days form date of publication

Within 6 months from the date of notice publication

Petition presented 

to city or village 

clerk

Within 

20 days

City or Village 

rejects petition

City or Village 

accepts petition

Stop

City or Village 

votes on annexation

ordinance

Vote Yes

Vote No

Stop

Annexation ordinance 

filed with DOA,

utilities, register

of deeds, and affected 

school districts

20% of electors 

petition for 

referendum

A vote against

nullifies the
